The
branches shall meet at least once every three
months at such times as may be prescribed by
the constitution and by-laws of said corporation.

AN ACT to amend section 2002, of chapter 92, of
the revised statutes, relating to free masons,
odd-fellows, and similar societies, and to repeal
chapter 55, laws of 1883, and chapter 19, laws of
1885.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. Section 2002, of the revised statutes
of 1878, is hereby amended so as to read as fol-
lows: Section 2002. The members of any grand
lodge or division or of any subordinate lodge or
division, acting under the authority of any grand
lodge or division, of free masons, odd-fellows,
Hermann’s sons, of sons of temperance, grand
army of the republic, or of the state grange, or
any subordinate grange, of the order of the pat-
rons of husbandry, acting under the authority of
a state or national grange, or of any other society
constituted in a manner generally similar to
either of the foregoing, whether acting under the
jurisdiction of a grand lodge or division or not,
may assemble at their usual place of meeting,
and in pursuance of the rules of their society,
elect not less than three nor more than nine of
their members trustees to take care of the prop-
erty, real and personal, belonging thereto, and
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transact all the business relative to the investment
and disposal thereof.
